OPPOSE OPENING OF STREET. 


RAILWAY WILL FIGHT HAYDEN 


STREET PETITION. 


An Offer Made to Open Hough Street 


Through to Francis With- 


out Cost. 


Some time ago a petition for the 


opening of Hayden street from Fran- 
cis to Hanna was filed with the board 
of public works. It will be necessary 
for the city to condemn land now oc- 
cupied by the tracks of the Pennsyl- 
vania company if the improvement is 
made as petitioned for. The end of 
Hayden street on the west is at 
Hanna street and extending west- 
ward from Hanna with a jog of only 
a few feet is Hough street. The city 
now has opened from Francis to 
Hanna a driveway of thirty feet, 
which is practically an extension of 
Hough street except that it is not 
wide enough. 


Judge Allen Zollars, attorney for 


the Pennsylvania company, called on 
Chairman Eggemann, of the board of 
works, Monday, and entered objec- 
tion to the opening of Hayden street. 
He said that the company would op- 
pose to the bitter end any attempt 
to open the street, but would gladly 
agree to open Hough street from 
Hanna to Francis without any charge 
for damages. The intimation was 
strong that the proposition to open 
Hayden street would be fought to the 
limit in the courts and if the com- 
pany lost it would demand big dam- 
ages. 
To pay these damages the 


board of works would be compelled 
to assess the property owners from 
one end of Hayden street to the other 
and it is doubtful if the damages 
would be less than $2,000 in addition 
to the cost of fighting in the courts. 
The members of the board are at sea 
as to what course to follow and will 
probably make a canvass of the Hay- 
den street property owners and learn 
whether they are not willing to ac- 
cept the offer of the railway company 
to open Hough street.

"It is hard to imagine how such 


false reports could gain circulation. 
To one living in Colorado and know- 
ing that woman's suffrage has proved 
satisfactory beyond the hopes of its 
most ardent advocates, to attempt 
to speak of its benefits is like writ- 
ing of the blessings of health, the 
benefit of sunshine or any other self- 
evident fact. 
I would think it un- 


necessary did I not lemember that 
when the men of Colorado in 1893 
voted for equal suffrage many of our 
women opposed and worked against 
it; and I shall always be mortified 
to have to admit that I was one of 
that number. 


••Seeing is believing, and it is see- 


ing the benefits of equal suffrage, 
not only to our women, but to oui 


men, that has made me the most en- 
thusiastic of equal suffragists. It is 
oui progressive, intelligent 
women 


who take the most interest in our 
elections. While women register and 
vote more geneially than the men, 
the illiterate and disreputable are not 
much in evidence, as they do not take 
the Siime mteiest in the vital ques- 
tions ot the day as their more intel- 
lectual sisters. 
I doubt if any wo- 


man of intelligence, who has lived 
wheie she could vote, would be con- 
tent to live in a state where she was 
denied this light. 


••Instead of equr.l suffrage causing 


men to have less lespect for women, 
one of its most noticeable results is 
the increased respect and defeience 
with which we aie treated. 
Besides 


men's natural admiration for bright, 
progiessive women, they never lose 
sight of the impoitant fact that we 
have a vote. So far as the home is 
concerned, we recognize that the 
ignorance and narrowness of mothers 
has done more to retard the physical 
and mental development of the hu- 
man race than any other influence, 
and the ignorance and narrowness 
of motheis has sprung naturally 
from the isolations of the home. 
If 


suffrage takes a woman away from 
the home for a time, she is worth 
more to the family because of her 
temporary absence. 


"After five years of equal suffrage 


in our state, I know I am voicing the 
opinion of our leading men and wo- 
men when I say that the result has 
been good, and nothing but good. It 
has made our women more self-reli- 


ant, more tolerant, moie keenly in- 
teiested in affaiis of state and nation 
and bioader in eveiy way. When 
any one fiom Colorado asserts that 
equal suffrage is a failuie it will be 
a man (01 the wife 01 relative of a 


man) 
who has political aspiiations, 


but whose life will not stand the test 
of the women's vote. 


To one who is familiar with and 


who partially believed in the pro- 
phecies of dire calamities to follow 
women's voting, it is rather amusing 
to see how rediculous they now seem. 
In Colorado women's voting is an ac- 
cepted fact and excites no more com- 
ment than tnal by jury.''

der a railroad train it behaves very 
much like the keyboard of a piano 
under the hand of the player. It is 
yet very far from the condition of 
the rigid and smooth track of mod- 
ern street car lines, on which the ex- 
pense for repairs and maintenance, 
exclusive of rail renewals, has been 
reduced to a mere nominal amount. 
But the enormous cost of $45,000 
to 860,000 per mile for such track 
puts it out of the question for steam 
railroads. 


On the present 
railroad 
tracks 


safety for fast and heavy trains can 
be had only through constant watch- 
fulness and incessant repairs, which 
form a big item in the cost of opera- 
tion. This item on some lines with 
heavy traffic reaches $800 annually 
per mile of single track, exclusive 
of renewals of rails and ties, which 
amount to about 8400 a year addi- 
tional. 
The present cost of 
such 


track for ninety-pound rail, oak ties 
and stone ballast is about 89,500. 
It was only $8,500 a year ago. If a 
saving of $300 "to $500 could be ef- 
fected in the annual cost of main- 
tenance and renewals, it would jus- 
tify a cost of 814,000 to $16,000 per 
mile for a track construction of supe- 
rior rigidity and smoothness, with 
increased safety for fast trains, and 
still leave a large margin for in- 
creased dividends to stockholders.

Tuckahoe, N. Y., Sept. 12.— Terry 
McQoven, of Brooklyn, won tlie 
world's bantam-weight 
champion-. 


ship this afternoon in the Westches- 
ter Athletic club's arena by knock- 
ing out Pedlar Palmer, English 
champion, in the brief space of one 
round. It was a great surprise. 


Each of the fighters weighed in at 


5 o'clock yesterday morning, both 
scaling less than the limit of 116 
pounds. 
When the, announcement 


of the postponement was made it was 
understood that they would weigh 
in again this morning in accordance 
with the articles of agreement, which 
stipulated that the lads should weigh 
in at 116 pounds ten hours prior to 
their meeting in the ring. 


This was not done, however, as 


Palmer was unable to "do any road 
work owing to the inclement weather, 
nnd by mutual consent the weighing- 
in was waived at the request of Pal- 
mer's manager, F. A. Bettinson, of 
London. 


The lads practically met at catch 


weights and probably both weighed 
over 120 pounds. 


From noon the special trains which 


wero dispatched at short intervals 
from the Grand Central depot were 
uncomfortably. . crowded and by 2 
o'clock the. vast enclosure was more 
than b'alf filled. 


MEN ENTER THE RING. 


Before the men entered the ring 


Tom O'RouTke challenged tho win- 
ner to meet George Dixon at 118 
pounds for $9,000 n side, and Paddy 
Sullivan challenged the wlnnor to 
meet Oscar Gardner. 


At 3:42 p. m. Palmer entered the 


ring, the band playing "God Save the 
Queen," and one of his seconds carry- 
ing a British flag over him. McQov- 
ern entered a little later and tile Dand 
played "The Star Spangled Banner." 
McGovern walked across the stage 
nnd shook hands with Palmer. At 
3:48 p. m., all the officials having 
been introduced, the master of cere- 
monies introduced the 
principals, 


who stepped to the center and shook 
hands. The battle then began.

Round 1.— Palmer led with his left; 


fell short. Terry shorted him lightly 
on tho h«ad.

which he suffered. 
The first attack 


was in July, 1896. 


The stroke which caused death oc- 


curred about midnight. 
The patient 


was semi-conscious until death. Drs. 
Janeway and Butler were with him 
when he died. 


Chauncey M. DePew reached the 


Vanderbilt house at 7:30 o'clock. He 
remained but ten minutes. When he 
came out he was greatly affected and 
with tears in his eyes said he was 
too deeply grieved to give any in- 
formation at that time, 


DIED SUDDENLY. 


William K. Vanderbilt, brother of 


the dead man, arrived soon after Mr. 
DePew. He was much agitated. He 
said, when asked for information: 


"My brother died suddenly at 5:15 


o'clock from heart failure, brought 
about by an attack of acute paralysis 
which occurred at midnight. 
When 


he died his wife, his daughter Gladys 
and son Reginald were witli htm." 


Mr. Vanderbilt left five children- 


Cornelius, Gertrude, Alfred, Regin- 
ald and Gladys. 
Cornelius married 


a daughter of R. 
T. 
Wilson, the 


banker, about two years ago, and 
later Gertrude became the wife of 
Harry Payne Whitney, son of For- 
mer Secretary of the Navy William 
C. Whitney. 


STATEMENT BY MR. DEPEW. 
Chauncey M. Depew gave the fol- 


lowing statement this afternoon: 


"Mr. Vanderbilt left Newport at 1 


o'clock yesterday afternoon to attend 
a meeting of the New York Central 
and the New York and New Haven 
railroads. 
He got home about 9 


o'clock and retired at 10, feeling 
well. He fell asleep and slept until 
between 5 and 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing.

ONE SON ALIENATED. 


The disposition of Mr. Vanderbilt's

Cornelius Vanderbilt. jr.. was alien- 
ated from his family by his marriage

The oppo- 
sition to young Vanderbilt's mar-

L'IFE OF MR. VANDEBBILT. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt was bora on 


Staten Island November 27, 
1843. 


William H. Vanderbilt, his father. 
was at that time a farmer, and Cor- 
nelius at the age of sixteen

His grandfather, 
the commodore, 


learning of this, sent for him and 
asked him why he had not applied 
to him for a place.

to his grandson. Cornelius left the 
Shoe and Leather bank to go into 
the employ of Kissam Bros., bank- 
ers, but later his grandfather asked 
him to enter the railroad 
service. 


The young man was making $00 a 
month and declined to leave his place 
unless he got more money. He was 
given $05 and accepted it. He was 
then about twenty-one years old. The 
first place he was given was that of 
assistant treasurer of the New York 
and Harlem railroad. 


His rise was rapid and he succeed- 


ed his father as the head of the Van- 
derbilt system. 


Mr. VanderbiK's active career was 


practically closed when he suffered 
a paralytic stroke in 1800. 


Despite his enormous business in- 


terests he found tfme to devote to 
church and 
Sunday school work, 


which he begr.n early in life.

STREET PETITION. 


An Offer Made to Open Hough Street 


Through to Francis With- 


out Cost. 


Some time ago a petition for the 


opening of Hayden street from Fran- 
cis to Hanna was filed with the board 
of public works. It will be necessary 
for the city to condemn land now oc- 
cupied by the tracks of the Pennsyl- 
vania company if the improvement is 
made ns petitioned for. 
The end of 


Hayden street on the west is ftt 
Hanna street and extending west- 
ward from Hanna with a jog of only 
a few feet is Hough street. The city 
now has opened from Francis to 
Hanna a driveway of thirty feet, 
which is practically an extension of 
Hough street except that it is not 
wide enough. 


Judge Allen Zollars, attorney for 


the Pennsylvania company, called on 
Chairman Eggemann, of the board of 
works, Monday, and entered objec- 
tion to the opening of Hayden street. 
He said that the company would op- 
pose to the bitter end any attempt 
to open the street, but would gladly 
agree to open Hough 
street from 


Hanna to Francis without any charge 
for 
damages. The intimation was 


strong that the proposition to open 
Hayden street would be fought to the 
limit in the courts and if the com- 
pany lost it would demand big dam- 
ages. 
To pay these damages the 


board of works would be compelled 
to assess the property owners from 
one end of Hayden street to the other 
nnd it is doubtful if the damages 


ould be less than $2,000 in addition 


to the cost of fighting in the courts. 
The members of the board are at sea 
as to what course to follow and will 
probably make a canvass of the Hay- 
den street property owners and learn 
whether they are not willing to ac- 
cept the offer of the railway company 
to open Hough street.
